mation from any 
vof the various com- 


panies as to the action on the resolu- 
tions of the 
^ mincers' convention 


Saturday. 
Both 
Superintendent 


Loomis, of the Delaware, Lackawan- 
na and Western, and Rose, of the 
Delaware and Hudson, 
said 
they 


were expecting 
instructions 
from 


New York, perhaps today. Neither 
would express any 
opinion as to 


whether or not 
the 
propositions 


would be accepted. 


The only feature that the opera- 


tors and their superintendents here 
d^like is the failure of the miners 
to incorporate the powder question 
in their proposal. 
This being left 


undecided will tend to keep the mat- 
ter on edge for several days at least 
and is regarded as a possible source 
of trouble in the future. 


THE ONLY WAY TO SETTLE IT. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 15.—Opera- 


tors who were interviewed last tiigiit 
and asked what are the prospects of 
the anthracite strike being settled 
said the men can return to work 
again as soon as they accept the 
offers of the companies to increase 
their wages 10 per cent. 
Officially, 


they did not know of any overtures 
by the strikers for a settlement on 
any other basis-. 


They have read of the action cf the 


convention at Scranton, but it was 
a convention of United Mine Workers 
ftnd they do not and will not recog- 
nize the union. 


Their first official knowledge of 


any proposals by the strikers will 
be when the men of each company, 
represented by a committee, call on 
the officials of the company and de- 
clare the men have agreed to g'o back 
to work if the operators will grant 
their requests, and then they will 
submit the resolution as the conven- 
tion as their propcMl for a settle- 
ment. This is the only ^vay in which 
the operators >will receive any com- 
munication from the men. 


These will probably be made to- 


day and the operators will return the 
answer to the miners who can either 
accept or refuse their offer of 10 per 
cent as it was made on Oct. 2 ancl 
afterward, and as it has remained 
since unchanged. 


Several of 
the companies have 


made no offer of any increase and 
what answer 
they will 
return is 


doubtful. The proposal of their, em- 
ployes will have to be 
differently 


worded from that of the others, as 
it will bind 
the men to return to 


work providing the operators gram 
what the convention specified. High 
in mining circles 
the end of the 


strike is not expected for some time, 
and then only by the men giving in. 


The operators will stand by their 


first offer, and say they will not in 
crease it. 
Superintendent Lathrop, 


of the Lehigh Valley company, said: 


"The operators will not agree to 


continue the paympnt of the 10 per 
cent, increase for any fixed time. The 
other demand—abolishing the slid- 
ing scale—does not apply to this re- 
gion, although the Lehigh Valley 
company has soine collieries in the 
Lehigh and Schuylkill region which 
pay by that system. Here the men 
are paid by the car. The operators 
say, however, that the question of 
the sliding scale was not discussed 
ta any meeting of the operators and 
it is impossible to say what they 
will do about it. The impression is 
that the operators would not abject 
greatly to trying a new system of 
payment. 


"As to arbitration, the operators 


are Utterly opposed to it, and wit 
refu»e it in any 
form. 
They are 


willing to take up any grievances 
with their men, but they have always 
been so, and this is no change. 


"Markle's experience with arbitra 


tion, they fay, hat shown them thi 
folly of trying it, because it is alto 


gether one-sided. 
Despite the fact 


that each of Markle's 2,500 em 
ployes had signed a contract to sub* 
mit to arbitration any 
grievances 


they had, they all went on strike a* 
President HptchelPs order without 
attempting arbitration. 
The opera- 


tors declare an agreement to arbi- 
trate would be binding to one side 
only; that they would be held to it 
and the men would not." 


PEW COLLIERIES WORKING. 


Hazleton, PaM Oct. 15.—The fifth 


week of the coal miners* strike open- 
ed quietly. 
The few collieries that 


have continued in operation since the 
strike was inaugurated are working 
as usual today with the same num- 
ber of men they had in tihe mine» 
last week. 


Not one of the collieries^ however, 


is working full handed. The Cran- 
berry mines of A. Pardee & Co. have 
more men at work than any of the 
few other mines still in operation. 
The company claims to have more 
than half of its men at work. 


Two crowds gathered this morning, 


one at No. 40 shaft of the Lehigh 
Valley Coal* company in this city, 
and the other at the Cranberry mine 
on the outskirts 
of the town, but 


chey dispersed before daylight with- 
out causing any trouble. 


The march planned for this morn- 


ing to the Panther 
Creek Valley, 


where <a majority of the mines are 
still in operation, was called off on 
account of rain. 


President Mitchell will return from 
fcranton this afternoon.

SPEAKS 
TO 
CROWD 
IN 
THE 


M'KINLEY TOWN. 


HE TAKES WAR FOR HIS TEXT 


SOUNDS 
WABNING 
AGAINST 


BIGHT OF MIGHT. 


MAKES REPLY TO ROOSEVELT 


GREETED BY A BIG CROWD IN 


NEW PHILADELPHIA, 


Canton, O., Oct. 15—There were 


two 
important 
accessions to the 


Bryan train before it left Akron thi3 
morning. These consisted of Mayor 
Jones, of Toledo, and former Attor- 
ney General Monnett. 


Both joined the party upon the in- 


vitation of Mr. Bryan and it is un 
derstood that Mayor Jones will con- 
tinue with the presidential candidate 
on his New York tour. 


Mr. Bryan spent the night on the 


Rambler, his sleeping car, and he 
did not emerge from his stateroom 
for almost f\n hour after the train 
had pulled out of the Akron station 
at 7 o'clock. 


The first stopping point was Can- 


ion, the home of the Nebraskan's ri- 
ral for the presidency. This place was 
on the itinerary only conditionally 
<md when Mr. Bryan was told that 
he could have a stop there of five 
minutes if he so desired he replied 
simply that whether he should speak 
or not should depend upon whether 
here was any crowd at the station. 
Mr. Bryan had just sit down to 
breakfast 
when 
the 
point was 


reached. As the train drew into Can- 
ton there were cheers and a goodly 
:rowd was there to meet Mr. Bryan. 
He was received with 
cheers and 


made a four or five minute speech, 
•eferring pleasantly to the president 
and saying that if he should not be 
re-elected he could always be an ex- 
president, as the "ex" was a title 
that once earned could always "be 
held. 


Following is the full text of Mr. 


Bryan's Canton speech: 


I believe that this stop is not on 


the program (and I am only here for 
a moment. You are so accustomed 
here to seeing presidential candidates 
that another candidate is no curi- 
osity. I suppose some of you in 
1896 voted for your home candidate 
as a matter of local pride, tout now 
you can -say that Canton is the home 
^ a president and if the election goes 
iur way it will always be the home of 
an ex-president, because that title, 
ex' is one of those permanent titles 
that a man never loses. If any one 
insists that a president deserves a 
second term you can reply that one 
term is enough where a president 
does well, and too much where he 
does not do well. 


"You have here in your city a can- 


non, I believet that was presented to 
you as a trophy of the war. It was 
;he custom in earlier days for can- 
nons to bear mottoes and your can- 
non has inscribed upon it, 'Mars 
Ultima Batio Begium,' which means 
that war is the last resort of kings. 
Charles Sumner, in his oration on the 
true character of nations, delivered at 
Boston July 4, 1844, referred to this 
motto, and said: 


" 'Let it be no resort of this repub- 


lic/ 


I hope that you will not merely 


from the possession of that cannon be 
led to believe that war is 'a thing to 
be desired. It ought to be further 
away from a republic even than from 
a mon&rchy, because in a monarchy 
the government rests upon x force and 
has frequent occasion to resort to 
force. 
A king is not always re- 


strained 
by those considerations 


which would restrain the people of 
a republic. In a country like this, 
where the government rests upon the 
consent of the governed, and where 
justice is the rule between this gov- 
ernment and other governments, as 
well as between the people, there 
ought to be less necessity for war. 
In fact, I believe that if this nation 
will stand upon its rights and be as 
careful to respect the rights of other 
people as it is to defend its own, there 
will be little use of war. If this na- 
tion will obey the commandment, 
'Thou shalt not steal,7 it will have lit- 
tle difficulty in enforcing that com 
mandment in those places where this 
nation is a protector, 


"The American idea of a protector- 


ate is different from the European 
idea. Under a European protectorate 
the protector plunders the protected 
According to our theory the protector 
has to give the strength of the pro 
tector to its ward without making- the 


ward the victim of the protector, and 
so we believe iu the far away Philip- 
pines that this nation can be a pro 
tector as it has been in the South 
American republics, and without gov- 
erning the people ourselves. 


<*We can say to the world, 'hands 


off and let that republic live and 
work out its destiny.' 


"That it is our theory, and we feel 


that it is a significant fact that the 
republican party has planted itself 
upon the 'guropean doctrine that you 
must own a country in order to be of 
service to it at the same time, that it 
plants itself upon the European 
colonial idea. You will probably 
find in you town a few people who 
will support the republican idea of 
the colonial policy, tout I suggest that 
when you find a republican who is 
willing to support the colonial idea 
you ask him to show his sincerity by 
sending a petition to the president, 
asking him to apologize to Great 
Britain for the trouble we made her 
before we learned of the blessings of 
this colonial system, foi if the repub- 
ican party is right today in adminis- 
tering colonies, taxing them without 
representation and governing them 
with their consent, then the colonists 
were wrong 125 years ago when they 
asserted that these principles were 
wrong. 


"We are in Ohio for a few days and 


I am glad to have a chance to present 
our side of this question' to the people 
of Ohio, and I trust that when the 
election is held the results will show 
that even Ohio, despite the local in- 
fluences here, despite the residence of 
he president and the residence of the 
chairman of the republican national 
committee, the result will show that 
n a great contest between the 
European idea of force and the Amer- 
can doctrine of government by con- 
sent, Ohio will be on the side of the 
United States instead of on the side 
of Europe." 


At Mineral Point there was also a 


brief stop, which was not on the 
schedule. 
At that place Mr. Bryan 


asked Mayor Jones and Mr. Monnett 
o come to the car platform and then 
pointed to them as specimens of men 
who were being driven from the re- 
publican party by its policies, 


He asked his hearers to look at 


them and to then a«k themselves 
whether these policies are such that 
bhey could remain with the party. 


TALKS OF THE 


New Philadelpiua, Ohio, Oct. 15.~~ 


Mr. Bryan made his first important 
stop of the day at New Philadelphia, 
Ohio. 
He had an audience at this 


point which filled the entire public 
square with men, standing and pack* 
ed closely together. 
There were 


many yellow badges in the audience, 
but it was attentive and there was 
comparatively few interruptions. 


Mr. Bryan spoke for about forty 


minutes and was followed toy Mayor 
Jones and Congressman Lentz. 


Mr. Bryan was loudly cheered 


wh<en he crossed the speaker's plat- 
form1 and 
cheers were frequent 


throughout his address. 


Speaking of the ice trust and th$ 


accusation that some of the directors 
of that trust are democrats, (Mr. Bry- 
an asked why the republican gover- 
nor of that state did not suppress 
that tiust and thus pre-vemt demo- 
crats and others fiom getting the 
stock. 
In tlhis same connection he 


referred to 'Attorney O-eneral Mon- 
nett's case, saying that i<t was evi- 
dent that any republican official must 
sacrifice duty when it is necessary in 
order to serve the monopolies. 


Otherwise he must sacrifice him- 


self. 
He did not believe there could 


be a good monopoly nor that God 
had ever made a man, good enough to 
stand a»t the head of such e concern 
and Bay how 
much other people 


should pay far the necessities of life, 


He wanted, he said, <a government 


that would protect all its citizens and 
guarantee to all men a fair share of 
their own earnings. 


Mr. Bryan 'declared that the repub- 


lican party was trying to hide behind 
the patent*law and that is was -ask- 
ing if the democratic party was go- 
ing to destroy the patent law. 


Continuing he said' 
"No honest man would make such 


a defense as that because no man will 
'believe that when we denounce pri- 
vate monopolies like the sugar trust 
and the oil trust we mean to destroy 
the patent law. 


"What is the diffeience between a 


'parent mono'ply and the monopolies 
that we are after? 


"A man who gets a patent gets it 


because he gives to the world a new 
idea and the government .protects 
him in the enjoyment of the profits 
of that Idem for a fixed time. 


"But the trust magnate gives to 


the world no new id«a, foe simply em- 
ploys an old idea, and you will find it 
in the Bible, that the love of money 
is the root of all evil. 
He applies 


>that to the trust question; that Is no 
new idea.

a new idea and g*ts * pattnt on it

Pekin, Sept. 15. —A ononey changer 


with a few thousand dollars capital 
could make a fortune here during the 
course of a few weeks under present 
conditions. 
Coins and bank notes of 


all nations float around and are gen- 
erally accepted by everybody. Ths 
Mexican dollar, which is the coin of 
commerce in China, generally goes in 
ordinary times at the rate of two for 
one American; now, however, for an 
American $5 gold piece he gets 
twelve, while on the other hand for 
an English sovereign, which is not 
worth as much as a $5 gold piece, 
you get fourteen. 


The reason of this is that the sov- 


ereign is the best liked coin and the 
Japanese and Indian soldiers are 
anxious for gold. 
At the prize fund 


sale of loot, which takes place daily 
at the British legation, Col. Scots 
Moncieiflc, the presiding offier, takes 
n coin and bills of almost every civ- 
lized power and has a legular list 
of exchange based on the value of 
Mexican dollars, in which coinage 
he 'bidding takes place. 
Th*e price 


of lump silver is going down below 
>ar because men with large amounts 
endeavoiing to leiwe have had their 
silver seized by the military powers 
and a demand made as to where they 
obtained it. 


In a campaign like the present, 


where troops of so many nations 
have met and watched one another's 
peculiarities and characteristics, the 
conduct of the 'troops of any one na- 
tion as a whole is especially interest- 
ing to watch and America can proud- 
ly boast that the men representing 
her in 'Chima have proved themselves 
the equal if not the superior of any 
troops in China. 


The unexampled conduct of the 


Americans has given General ChafTee 
an influence in the meetings of gen- 
erals which are held every other day 
ahead of any other general. 
It is 


not disparaging either General Chaf-

MEDICAL COLLEGE HAD BODY 


WHEN RELATIVES OF JAMES 


GARNER ARRIVED. 


Remains Were Turned Over to Them 


This Morning—Where Are 


the TTncle and AuntP 


Relatives of James Garner who ar- 


rived in the city yesterday found his 
remains in the possession of the Port 
Wayne Medical college. This morn- 
ing they made a request for the re- 
mains and Coroner Barnett ordered 
the body surrendered to them for bur- 
ial. It had not been mutilated and 
the transaction from start to finish 
was perfectly legal, though its out* 
come is somewhat unusual. 


Garner, who was traveling from 


Michigan overland to Hoagland, was 
found dead last Friday morning in 
his "prairie schooner," which had 
halted for the night near this city. 
With him were a man and woman, 
presumed to be his uncle and aunt. 
The dead man was without funds, and 
after Coroner Barnett had held his 
inquest the remains were turned over 
to Undertaker Peltier for burial, a 
township order being issued by the 
trustees to defray the expense. It 
was said the dead man had a sister, 
Lizzie Rodabush, at Hoagland, and 
the uncle and aunt left at once, say- 
ing they were going to that place to 
notify the sister* 


No word came from her, and ac- 


cording to a law of the state in these 
cases, a medical college can make a 
claim for the body for the purpose of 
anatomical dissection1 and scientific 
research after a corpse has remained 
unclaimed for twenty-four hours. 


Saturday night the medical college 


made a legal demand upon Tinder- 
taker Peltier for Garner's remains 
and received them, more than thirty- 
six hours having elapsed without a 
claimant for the body, and the town- 
ship order was returned to the trus- 
tee. 
On Sunday Garner's sister ar- 


rived in the city. Neither the uncle 
nor aunt had put in an appearance at 
Hoagl'and, but the sister had learned 
of her brother's death from other 
sources and hastened here to claim 
the remains. Today on the order of 
the coroner the college surrendered 
the corpse to friends, who will pro- 
vide for a burial. Meantime no one 
knows what has become of the uncle 
and auut, who started for Hoagland 
with the wagon and team some days 


ago.

REV. FATHER ALERDING CAKE 


ON A BRIEF VISIT. 


PLANS 
FOR 
CONSECRATION 


WHICH WILL OCCUR IN FORT 


WAYNE NOVEMBER 30, 


RECEPTION WILL BE SIMPLE 


AN OUTLINE OF THE PROBABLE 


SERVICES. 


Rt. Rev, Herman 
Alerding, the 


newly appointed bishop of the dio- 
cese of Fort Wayne, last Friday aft- 
ernoon made his first visit to the 
city since his selection to the Fort 
Wayne aee. He came quietly, talked 
with Rev. Father Guendling, the ad- 
ministrator, and other clergy of the 
episcopal residence, and departed the 
same evening 
so unostentatiously 


that aside from the clergy no one 
in the city was aware of his pres- 
ence. 


The new bishop arrived at noon 


Friday over fche Wabash, accompa- 
nied by Rev. Father Chartrand, of 
the Cathedral at Indianapolis, and 
went at once to the episcopal resi- 
dence. 
His presence was not an- 


nounced, for the prelate desired to 
quietly talk over the approaching 
services of consecration and to meet 
the clergy of the household of which 
he is soon to be the head. He did 
not leave the residence during his 
stay in the city, and only casually 
inspected the adjacent church prop- 
erty.

tickets to redeem them, the holders 
naturally sought -a place to dispose 
of the unused portions, 
The rail 


roads had not drawn any fine points 
then about using 
these parts of 


tickets, and had not tried to con- 
vince the traveling public that 
man who would buy a part of the 
ticket from another man, instead od 
buying a new one from the company 
•was a moral degenerate, and so th< 
broker stepped in -between the holde 
of the unused ticket and the man whc 
'wanted to ride free, and started in 
business handling unused tickets 
The old idea prevails even today, an 
many a passenger who has an un 
limited ticket knows of no other way 
of realizing upon it than of selling 
it to a broker. 
The result is tha 


the brokers now thrive and are 
thorn in the side of the railroad men 
because general passenger agents 
years ago, were greedy.

accept the 


offers of the companies to increase 
their wages 10 per cent. 
Officially, 


they did not know of any overtures 
by the strikers for a settlement on 
any other basis. 


They have read of the action of the 


convention at Scranton, but it wns 
a convention of United Mine Workers 
nnd they do not and will not recog- 
nize the union. 


Their first official knowledge of 


any proposals by thn strikers will 
be when the men of each company, 
represented by a committee, call on 
the officials of the company and de- 
clare, the men have agreed to go back 
to work if the operators will grant 
their requests, and then they will 
submit the resolution as the conven- 
tion as their proposal for a settle- 
ment. This-is the only way in which 
the operators will receive any com- 
munication, from the men. 


T-hese will probably be made to- 


day and the operators will return the 
answer to the miners wlio can either 
accept or refuse their offer of 10 per 
cent, as it was made on Oct. 2 ana 
afterward, and as it has remained 
since unchanged.

ana pol is Journal. 
Years ago the 


railroads were not ED eaieful to let it 
be known Hint unussd portions of 
tickets could be redeemed, and in fact 
some roads would only redeem the 
poitioiis of tickets not used when the 
demand for the rebate was urgent. 
With the increase of the passenger 
business and the laiger the use of 
.the coupon tickets, the number of 
people who bought round trip tickets 
and used only the one-way parts of 
them, or who used only sections of 
through tickets, increased, and as the 
railroads were not 
seeking these 


tickets to redeem them, the holders 
naturally sought a place to dispose 
of the -unused portions. 
The rail- 


roads had not drawn any fine points 
then about using 
these parts of 


tickets, and had not tried to con- 
vince the traveling- public that a 
man who would buy a part of the 
ticket from another man, instead of 
buying a new one from the company, 
•wns a moral degenerate, and so the 
broker stepped in -between the holder 
of the unused ticket nnd tlie man. who 
'wanted to ride free, and started in 
business 
handling unused 
tickets. 


The old iden prevails even today, nnd 
many a passenger who lias an un- 
limited ticket knows of no other way 
of realizing upon it than of selling 
it to n broker. 
Ths result is that
